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PREFACE. 


The  need  of  a  book  of  family  prayers  is  self- 
evident,  and  the  history  of  the  Reformed  Church 
shows  that  our  people  have  always  used  such 
books  of  devotion. 

The  need  of  a  new  book  of  family  prayers  at 
this  time  is  equally  plain.  Good  books  prepared 
years  ago  seem  to  have  served  their  generation; 
and  now  without  any  reflection  on  the  past 
something  better  suited  to  present  wants  is  de¬ 
manded. 

A  prayer  book,  like  any  other  church  book, 
should  meet  the  wants  of  those  for  whom  espe¬ 
cially  it  is  prepared.  It  may  not  be  easy  to  sa) 
definitely  just  what  are  the  distinctive  and 
peculiar  wants  of  a  denomination  in  this  regard, 
but  one  readily  feels  the  presense  or  the  absence 
of  a  certain  life  and  spirit  in  a  book  of  devotion, 
which  tone  makes  it  acceptable  or  otherwise. 

Such  a  volume  of  suitable  family  prayers  of 
necessity  is  a  compilation  from  many  sources; 
and  such  compilation  is  a  real  merit,  for  no  wise 
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man  would  attempt  to  prepare  so  many  prayers 
from  his  own  limited  resources. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  here  made  of 
many  helps  used  in  this  volume.  In  a  few  cases 
the  prayers  were  taken  bodily,  while  others  were 
modified  and  recast,  and  occasionally  only  a 
single  paragraph  or  even  a  sentence  was  used. 

Printed  prayers  are  often  too  long  and  too 
wordy,  at  least  for  this  day  and  generation. 
Shortness  and  conciseness  are  real  aids  to  devo¬ 
tion,  and  we  trust  that  this  merit  is  found  here. 
These  prayers  contain  much  in  little;  but  there 
is  no  attempt  to  ask  the  Lord  for  everything  in 
each  prayer.  Indeed  we  do  well  if  we  rightly  ask 
Him  for  everything  in  many  prayers.  Some 
repetition  surely  must  be  expected,  but  the 
effort  was  to  reduce  it  to  a  minimum. 

It  should  be  well  understood  that  these 
prayers  are  simply  helps  and  guides.  There  is 
much  in  every  Christian  family  life  that  is  not  set 
down  here.  There  are  many  experiences  of  joy 
and  sorrow,  of  doubt  and  fear,  of  suffering  and 
confession,  of  anxiety  and  temptation,  of  dis¬ 
tressing  disappointment  and  sore  visitation, 
which  demand  special  expression  in  the  family 
prayer.  A  baptism  or  confirmation,  a  special 
season  of  the  church  year  and  many  similar 
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matters  call  for  notice  at  the  family  altar.  There¬ 
fore  in  every  family  prayer  in  this  volume  room 
has  been  left,  a  place  has  been  noted,  where 
devout  souls  will  find  joy  and  comfort  in  adding 
such  thanksgiving,  confession,  petition  and  in¬ 
tercession  as  will  meet  the  want  of  the  hour. 

Prayers  for  four  weeks  may  seem  sufficient, 
and  any  one  of  these  may  be  shortened;  but  to 
meet  certain  wants  shorter  prayers  for  eight 
days  have  been  added. 

Where  family  worship  is  held  only  once  a  day 
it  will  be  an  easy  matter,  with  a  little  change  of 
wording,  to  use  both  the  morning  and  the  even¬ 
ing  prayers  and  so  to  have  still  greater  variety. 

A  number  of  prayers  for  the  festival  seasons 
will  be  found  under  the  head  of  Festival  Prayers, 
and  also  some  for  various  other  occasions  will 
be  found  under  the  head  of  Special  Prayers. 

As  a  help  in  the  family  worship  selections 
from  the  Scriptures  are  given.  All  Scripture  is 
profitable;  but  some  parts  are  more  profitable 
than  others  for  family  worship,  and  hence  these 
selections.  These  might  have  been  made  more 
or  less,  but  a  daily  reading  for  one  year  seemed 
enough. 

These  selections  must  of  necessity  be  short 
and  cover  but  a  part  of  the  Bible,  and  even  this 
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in  a  very  broken  order.  Therefore  to  this  read¬ 
ing  in  the  family  worship  should  be  added  the 
daily  reading  of  the  Scriptures  by  each  individ¬ 
ual  for  himself.  We  are  Protestants  and  we 
make  great  account  of  the  Bible  as  a  book  to  be 
in  the  hand  of  every  Christian;  and  yet  it  is  a 
painful  fact  that  comparatively  few  Protestants 
have  read  the  Bible  through  even  once.  It 
should  be  read  as  any  other  book  is  read,  in  large 
parts  at  a  time,  whole  books  if  possible.  Large 
as  the  Bible  seems,  you  can  readily  read  it  in  less 
than  one  hundred  hours;  and  so,  reading  with 
regularity,  as  you  do  other  things,  you  can  easily 
read  it  through  once  every  year. 

This  book  of  family  prayers  is  now  offered  to 
our  people  in  the  hope  that  it  may  greatly  in¬ 
crease  the  spirit  and  habit  of  daily  meditation 
and  prayer  in  our  families,  and  also  that  it  may 
help  parents  to  lead  their  families  in  a  devout 
and  comforting  worship. 

To  prepare  a  work  of  this  kind  is  a  tender 
office.  Surely  it  is  a  sacred  thing  to  lead  the 
children  of  God  into  the  holy  place  and  to  put 
words  upon  their  lips  worthy  to  be  spoken  to 
the  great  King.  May  God  graciously  accept  this 
effort  to  help  his  people  in  their  sacrifice  of 
prayer  and  praise.

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Note. — The  Canticle  for  Trinity  Sunday,  known  as  the 
Te  Deum,  differs  from  the  other  Canticles  in  this,  that  it  is 
much  older,  being  from  the  fourth  or  fifth  century,  is  not 
taken  so  literally  from  the  Scriptures  and  is  itself  a  prayer. 
Therefore  on  Trinity  Sunday  read  I  John  5:1-12,  or  Rev. 
4:1-11,  and  as  a  prayer  use  the  collect  and  Canticle  as 
follows : 


THE  COLLECT. 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  who  hast 
given  unto  us  thy  servants  grace,  by  the  confes¬ 
sion  of  a  true  faith,  to  acknowledge  the  glory  of 
the  eternal  Trinity,  and  in  the  power  of  the  di¬ 
vine  majesty  to  worship  the  Unity,  we  beseech 
Thee  that  Thou  wouldst  keep  us  steadfast  in  this 
faith  and  evermore  defend  us  from  all  adversi¬ 
ties,  who  livest  and  reignest,  one  God,  world 
without  end.
